My notary was out and the man 
finally told me that he was about to 
return to .Germany and desired the as- 
sistance of a notary in drranging some 
legal papers, I then told him that I was 
a commissioner of deeds and could prob- 
ably arrange the matter for him just as 
well as a notary. I turned to my desk 
and he s'iammed the door, which closes 
With a spring lock, and struck me sev- 
eral terrible blows on the head and 
shoulders from behind. I fell to the floor 
and that was about the last I remember. 
The man said nothing and gave me no 
intimation whatever that he was about 
to assault me.” 

It is alleged that Bohlman first used 
an empty half pint beer bottle with 
which he estruck Mr. Billington at least 
half a dozen blows over the head. 

This bottle Bohlman brought with him 
into the office. At the station Bohlman 
said: : 

“I have carried this bottle wrapped in 
1 piece of paper in my pocket for three 
days looking for him. He injured one of 
my pupils, Miss Morton, and I have been 
trying to avenge her.” 

This was all the detectives were able 
to get out of him. The police believe he 
is mentally unbalanced.
